b. Noted a report furnished by a Foreign Service officer in Paris 

concerning his attendance there at a meeting of the Wiley Committee and stated 
that the report indicated that Senator Wiley had made a statement that he had 
been informed by personnel of CIA that RFE received its money from that Agency. 
After some discussion, the Director stated there was nothing further we could 
do at this time in regard to this matter; however, he would personally see 
Senator Wiley upon his return to the U.S. In connection with Wiley's statement, 
the Director stated that in all probability Wiley had picked up his information 
concerning RFE at a briefing he (the DCI) had given for the President, Caoinat 
Members and certain selected Congressional leaders. 25X1
